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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

The Examiner makes an affirmative statement that there are NO 35 USC § 101 
issues with the current claim set. The method claims 6 and 1 1 might not explicitly recite 
hardware, however, the computation strain to determine distances between a center 
point of an image and feature points on a fingerprint, while ordering them in a specified 
order, generating triangles based on the specified order, and then calculating the area 
and length for each triangle would be difficult if not near impossible to do without the 
use of a computer. This is further validated by the claim language of a "sorting means," 
"generation means," "calculating means," and "storage means" which all imply being 
"tied-to" an apparatus for enabling the functionality.
